Where will you be next Monday? 

If at some point you are not in a polling booth to mark 
a ballot in the municipal election, you will have forfeited 
your right to participate in any criticism of the town ad- 
ministration which results. 

Andover needs men and/or women of decision on its 
major boards, people with the courage to make a decision 
and act upon it. 

We can have them if our citizens will stop, listen and 
vote. 

As Americans, we have good reason to have faith in the 
wisdom of the majority. It is government by minority that 
is a gamble. 


Negative 


The Zoning Board of Appeals can have but one reaction 
to Danton Realty Trust’s request for a variance to permit 
the addition of a fourth floor to the Standard International 
Building, now under construction in Elm Square. 

The board’s reaction must be negative. The towns- 
people will stand for no other. 

We must agree with those who argue that Andover can- 
not persist indefinitely with its proclivity for perpetuation 
of a look that was progressive 200 years ago. We must 
make some room for the 20th Century before we are into 
the 2lst. 

But the look of so contemporary a structure, looming 
overpoweringly in the square, will be shock enough in a 
town where people want to cling to something of the 
historic, rural atmosphere that has given Andover a re- 
putation for charm and smalltown comfort. Granted, more 
of this reputation results from the appearance of the 
quiet, antique elegance of the homes and classroom 
structures of Phillips and Abbot Academies than from 
anything downtown. Admittedly, much of the business 
district is shabby and needs renewal. 

This latter fact makes it all the more imperative that 
we establish and stick with guidelines for development 
that will permit contemporary growth that blends with 
rather than detracts from what the town already has that 
is unique. 

The present zoning regulation that prohibits construc- 
tion of anything downtown that stands taller than 40 feet 
is a good one. To make a five foot exception is to weaken 
it with a precedent. 

It is our recommendation that it be enforced, to the 
letter. 


Poverty Logic 


Not all that has been proposed in the name of the War 
on Poverty makes sense — economic or otherwise. But 
there is one program that, like Headstart, strikes at the 
heart of a problem which goes deeper than poverty. 

As a first step toward lifting 5% million elderly citizens 
out of destitution, the government has launched a $41 
million five-point program to employ 17,600 citizens who 
are both elderly and poor to give time and attention to 
neglected babies, retarded children, the homebound sick 
and the bedridden and isolated elderly. 

In two other special programs for the aged, 10,000 will 
be trained as home health aides to bring help and comfort 
to the bedridden sick and disabled and 1,800 will care for 
children from broken homes in both urban slums and rural 
hollows. 

It is an imaginative and idealistic plan — albeit is 
costly — for it recognizes that it is essential for elderly 
people, if they are to have any genuine sense of well 
being, to continue to feel needed and useful. It is an 
emotional necessity that must surely be aggravated by 
poverty. 

Some private agencies are already directing Golden Age 
activities toward similar goals, providing elderly people 
with the chance to put vocational or avocational talents 
to work after retirement. The elderly must find it a re- 
freshing substitute for the artsy-craftsy, whist party. 
approach that characterized some earlier programs for 
organizing their abundance of time. 

Is it possible that other private agencies, churches 
perhaps, with an interest in the alleviation of poverty, 
could direct more of their energies and their budgets 
toward helping people who are both poverty stricken and 
elderly find the kind of useful existence that the Federal 
government is seeking to provide? 

It would take time, patience and cash, difficulties that 
cannot be minimized, But surely it would be more 
rewarding than the seasonal forays that are made into 
poverty neighborhoods with food baskets, and at least as 
beneficial as many a program directed at curtailing 
poverty much less close to home.

To the Editor of the Townsman 

Moral justification of our Viet 
nam committment is based on an 
ignorant or deliberate distortion 
of history. There has never been 
legality or morality in our mili- 
tary presence in Vietnam, Our 
unilateral action has_ steadily 
violated international law and 
Vietnam’s right to its own political 
destiny, If the United States had 
not subverted Vietnamese in 
dependence efforts after 1945 and 
had not maintained an unstable 
minority dictatorship in South 
Vietnam after 1954, Vietnam would 
probably now bea friendly, unified, 
Titoist nation under Ho Chi Minh, 
Vietnam’s George Washington, 
Moreover, thousands of American 
and Vietnamese citizens would still 
be alive; the Vietnamese country- 
side would not be devastated: 
Southeast Asia would be pro= 
gressing faster economically and 
socially; and our Great Society 
would not be strained by a waste= 
ful war economy, 

We can never win in Vietnam 
because Asia won’t let us, any 
more than we would let Russia 
win in Cuba, Our gun and butter 
diplomacy is a shabby way to 
advertise democracy, as Viet= 
namese resistance and interna= 
tional disapproval indicate, Our 
bombing may shortly provoke 
China into a defgnsi..: war; tra= 
gically, we, not the Russians nor 
the Chinese, are initiating World 
War Il, 

America has a great political 
heritage and great humanitarian 
impluses, It is, however, capable 
of becoming, as both Einstein and.

convenience and cost in reaching 
his conclusion, 

In his analysis of the Shorten 
property, he pointed out that if 
construction were to begin before 
the razing of the central fire sta= 
tion and the present town hall, the 
town would have a lot of just 65 by 
130 feet to work with, He based 
his further conclusions on the 
assumption that, through a new fire 
station is to be considered at town 
meeting, work on the municipal 
building would come in advance 
of relocation of the fire station, 
The lot could be enlarged, Ma- 
claren said, by closing a section 
of Barnard Street near Bartlet, 

Given these lot-size limitations, 
the architect reported it would 
“‘probably be necessary to con= 
struct a building higher than the 
existing zoning by-laws now per- 
mit.*® Forty feet is the present 
maximum height allowed in the 
business district, a point that is 
to be debated tonight at a 7:30 
p.m. Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing where representatives of 
Danton Realty Trust will offer 
arguments in support of their re= 
quest for a variance to permit 
the Standard Interriational Building 
to go some five feet higher than

Maclaren said a loft building on

The answer to the question is 
yes, In general I feel that the 
Andover School System is well 
regarded by the people, However, 
because a School Committee mem-= 
ber possesses more intimate 
knowledge of the Andover System 
and what is happening elsewhere 
in the field of education, he is in 
a better position to compare and to 
evaluate Andover’s educational 
program, 

Furthermore, the voters invest 
the responsibility with the School 
Committee to become more 
thoroughly informed and to keep 
abreast of educationally sound and 
productive innovations, The role 
of the School Committee is to 
initiate interest and encourage the 
professional administrative staff 
to present and to implement the 
best of these programs, 

If we are to seek a position of 
excellence in education, Andover 
must not be satisfied with the 
status quo and rest on its laurels, 
The School Committee should lead 
our staff to strive constantly for 
curriculum improvements, 


IRVING L. NEWMAN 

It is my considered judgment 
that the overwhelming majority 
of the people of Andover has come 
to the realization that their public 
school system has not kept abreast 
of the times, They have come to 
this regretful conclusion because 
of the following reasons; 

1. If the recommendations of 
the Willis report are accepted as 
minimum standards, they have 
noted that few, if any,.of these ree 
commendations haye become ac~ 
cepted practices within the system, 
However, there appears to be a 
dereliction of duty by both the 
School Board and the administra= 
tion in failing to review and study 
this blueprint for the future; 

2. There appears to be no great 
surge of applications for staff 
positions; 

3. With the exception of some 
changes inthecurriculum the com* 
munity has voted that the organiza= 
tion facilities, equipment have re= 
mained static, despite massive 
changes in these areas throughout 
the country, Nothing is more indi- 
cative of theinability or reluctance 
to change than the design of the 
proposed high school which varies 
little from the present high school 
which was stated to be inadequate 
for the new concepts, 

4, The exhibits at the recent 
educational conference established 
strikingly and clearly that the 
Andover schools are significantly 
behind other communities in the 
adoption and implementation of 
innovations and new ideas, 


The Legislature has vested in 


the School Board the autonomous 
power for making all policy 
relating to our schools. If policy 
is defined as a course of action 
which has been adopted and is to 
be pursued, then the position of 
the Board assumes and 
corporates the following role, 
- It is dynamic; it has the inherent 
as well as express power to con= 
ceive, gestate and give birth to 
ideas and new concepts, to 
stimulate and encourage its pro= 
fessional staff and to be productive 
in its management function, 

Conversely, the superintendent 
is the executive officer of the sys= 
tem, who is required to make 
recommendations which need not, 
as a matter of law, be followed or 
adopted, 

Therefor, no other conclusion 
can be drawn than that the Board 
is the wellspring of educational 
direction and leadership, It must 
follow that any failure by the 
Board to lead or encourage will 
permeate the system resulting in 
the stultification and dulling of 
our staff, adversely affecting our 
children, Further, if neither the 
Board nor the superintendent re- 
commends or initiates innovations 
the system will remain at a stands 
still, creating a stagnant condition, 
This must not be permitted to 
occur, 

If the Board does not undere 
stand or fails to carry out its 
function and becomes a passive 
body depending solely upon the 
superintendent for its decision 
making, it has reduced itself to a 
mere rubber stamp, negating and 
abdicating its legal responsibility 
and obligation, 

This grant of authority to one 
Board carries with it the continuing 
duty and obligation to utilize its 
great powers carefully, prudently 
and with vision and wisdom, as 
each member is charged with the 
awesome trust of educating our 
youth to become responsible citi=- 
zens in a free society,
